The  world  renowned  Yogi  and  Seholar  Shri  Aurabindo  wrote  in 
“Dayananda  and  the  Vedas” 

"In  the  matter  of  the  Vedie  interpretation,  I  am  eonvineed  that  what  ever 
may  be  the  final  eomplete  interpretation,  Dayananda  will  be  honoured 
as  the  first  diseoverer  of  the  right  elues.  Amidst  the  ehaos  and  obseurity 
of  old  ignoranee  and  age-long  misunderstanding,  his  was  the  eye  of  direet 
vision  that  piereed  to  the  truth  and  fastened  on  that  whieh  was  essential. 
He  has  found  the  keys  of  the  doors  that  time  had  elosed  and  rent  as  under 
the  seals  of  the  imprisoned  fountains."

"The  aneient  eivilisations  did  possess  seerets  of  Seienee  some  of  whieh 
modem  knowledge  has  reeovered,  extended  and  made  more  rieh  and 
preeise,  but  others  even  now  not  reeovered.  There  is  then  nothing  fantastie 
in  Dayananda's  idea  that  Veda  eontains  tmth  of  seienee  as  well  as  Tmth 
of  religion.  I  will  even  add  my  own  eonvietion,  that  Veda  eontained  the 
other  tmths  of  a  seienee  the  modem  world  does  not  at  all  possess,  and  in 
that  ease,  Dayananda  has  rather  understated  than  overstated  the  depth 
and  range  of  the  Vedie  Wisdom."

“That  the  Vedie  words  have  derivative  signifieanee  is  ereed  with  the 
Nirukta  Karas  and  Swami  Dayananda  took  his  stand  upon  their  position 
in  his  endeavour  to  revive  the  Vedie  Dharma.  The  derivative  signifieanee 
of  words  in  the  Veda  is  the  Chief  ground  on  whieh  our  enquiry  into  the 
esoterie  interpretation  proeeeds.  This  is  the  first  point  to  be  noted.”

Shri  Madhava  Pundalika  Pandit-a  distinguished  S.  Indian  Seholar  of 
Sanskrit  and  English  wrote  in  "Mystie  Approaeh  to  the  Vedas"  paying 
glowing  Tributes  to  Swami  Dayananda  Saraswati. 

"By  the  middle  of  the  last  eentury,  the  eall  to  re-establish  the  Vedas  in 
their  sovereign  pedestal  for  presiding  over  an  assured  and  inevitable 
resurgenee  of  the  national  life,  found  a  vigorous  expression  in  the  stalwart 
Champion  of  Indian  Culture  Swami  Dayananda  Saraswati.

He  pointed  out  with  un¬ 
answerable  proof  how  the  eoneept  of  one  Deity  stood  out  toweringly  in 
the  Hymns."
